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This is in response to the renewed petition under 37 CFR § 1.47(b) 1 , filed August 15, 2003 2 . 

With the renewed petition, the petitioner has included a declaration which has been properly 
executed by the previously- non-signing inventor.

(8) an acceptable oath or declaration in compliance with 35 U.S.C. §§ 1 15 and 1 16 and 37 CFR 
§1.63.
